Edmonton, Dec. 6.—A decline of 104,- 
799 in the population of Alberta ig re- 
ported, but there is no occasion for 
worry, it’s the crow and magpie popu- 
lation that is on the slide. It is also 
announced that the Alberta gopher 
colonies have lost 84,608 of their most 
active members. But neither of the 
species is yet extinct. 

Bight gun clubs and 187 schools took 
partin the 1928 agricultural pests com- 
petition which was aimed especially at 
the crows, magpies and gophers, and 
the results of which have just been 
given out by the provincial department 
of agriculture. The competitions for 
individuals in both gun clubs and 
schools enlisted 111 and 635 partici- 
pant respectively. 

Individual gun club compatitors 
sent in 18,307 crows and inagpies 
eggs and shot 27,919 ‘birds. ‘In the 
schocls the figures were 39,551 and 
28,022 respectively. -Gun clubs uc- 
counted for 20,745 gophers and the 
schools for 63,858. 

Cash prizes have been awarded tu 
‘the successful competitors out of ‘an 
appropriation of $3,000. 

The competition is regarded by the 
government official ag highly satis- 
factory.

WHAT AMOUNT SHOULD YOU 
SPEND FOR ADVERTISING 


In view of the seasonal mature of 
the retailers business it is difficult to 
arbitrarily set any sum that should be 
appropriated for advertising purposes. 
In most lines of business it is the ac- 
cepted custom to set a regular adver- 
tising appropriation so that business 
promotion can be carried cia consist: 
ently, “and. upon a ‘pre-determined 
scale. This appropriation of course 
differs according fo the nature. of the 
business concerned.. Some stores for 
instance, find it necessary. to. spend 
more than others, but what should be 
the right appropriation is net set by 
rule cr. average because few advertise 
sufficiently and there are no establish- 
ed figures to go upon. However, tak- 
ing retail business as a whole the av- 
erage advertising expenditure should 
be at least 2 per cent of gress annual 
sales. 

What each particular firm will 
spend depends upon how much its 
management appreciates the value 
of advertising. But experience shows 
that if advertising is carried on judic- 
iously,-continuously and sufficiently, it 
will not only increase the volume more 
than enough to take care of eaverlle 
ing cost, but will add materially to the 
yearly profits. 

Advertising that is not Advertising 

One trouble with an appropriation is, 
that any expense which cannot be con- | 
veniently placed elsewhere is unload- | 
ed into the advertising account, and as 
a consequence the appropriation is 
made to carry an undue burden. There 
ar2 a number of common items that 
don’t belong to the advertising ac- 
count at all, these Include: 

1. Dues or donations of any kind. 
Under this head comes churches, 
schools, good road funds, commercial 
club memberships, bus lines organiza- 
tion, lodge dues, baseball or football 
club donation, special local events and 
entertainments cf customers, 

2. The cost of painting the com- 
pany’s nam@ upon trucks, wagons, 
buildings and similar items. 

3, Cost of special services. 

The advertising ‘account should not 
be made the dumping ground for 
charges rightly belonging to the ex- 
pense account. 

The, only answer: to the question 
“When to Advertise?” is the one word 
“Continually,” use more space when 
you have a special drive on, or when 
business is not what it should be. The 
policy of some firms in respect to ad- 
vertising seems to have been bor- 
rowed from the apartment house jaan- 
itor, whose practice -is to keep the 
radiators scorching with heat .on mild 
days, but let a bitterly cold: blustering 
day come along and the radiators are 
useful only as adjuncts to a refriger- 
ator, The reasonable thing tto dict 
would. be to keep the heat going all 
the time in the season, and jump it up 
on the days when heat is most needed. 

Z Where to Advertise 

As a rule the home town paper is 
the medium through which the largest 
number of. prospective .customers ‘can 
be reached. It pays to make’ friends 
with the publisher, and the best way 
to do this is to give him some business. 
If: properly handled he can ‘give you 
much free advertising through the 
news columns of his paper.

ALBERTA POULTRY INDUSTRY 
SHOWING GREAT GROWTH 


* Iuminative figures, rece clits the| 
‘mcrease in the poultry industry~., of , 
Alberta were given by J. H. Hare, 
poultry commissioner for the prov-! 
ince, at the annual dinner of the: 
Calgary Poultry and Pet Stock Associ: ! | 
ation, held in the board of trade rooms 
Calgary, on Thursday evening. — 

Mr. Hare said that fifteen years ago, 
the revenue from the industry in Al-; 
berta’ amounted to $2,250,000. Ten’ 
years ago it had increased to $3,500,- 
oo. Five years ago the revenue had | 
jumped to $9,000,000, while last year | 
the official figure given was $10,093,000. ; 

That revenue,’ he said, represented | 
the; total value of eggs and poultry | 
consumed. Alberta held fourth place’ 
among the provinces. Its revenue! 
was. within two million dollars of | 
Saskatchewan, within four million 
dollars af the Quebec revenue, was 
one-third greater than Manitoba or 
Dritish Columbia, and more than 
twice as great as the revenue of the 
three maritime provinces combined. 

“The figures for Alberta show that 
the value of our poultry industry hag 
increased 190 per cent. in the past ten. 
years and 340 per cent. in the pest 
fifteen years,” he said.

, Improvements, and it is fairly well ac- 
| copted as the proper procedure that at 
least the major part of the revenue 


‘should go to road development. while 
lwa positively turn our faces against 


!the definite earmarking of funds of 
that kind.” 

Regarding’ the oiling of highways, 
the minister stated that the govern- 
ment wanted to find out what service 
the oiling was going to give. The 
work already done, he said, had been 
iin the nature of an experiment, in or- 
der to ascertain the best method when 
real development work was” under- 
taken. The government certainly 
{would rot undertake any considerable 
amount of work in that direction until 
‘some system had proved acceptable. ‘ 

Mr. McPherson, in reply te another 
question, stated that there were more 
{than 600 miles of graveled highways 
in the province at the present time. 
The gravelling of the highway from 
Edmonton to the international bound: ; 
ary had been completed, and was in 
‘good shape, and so was the highway | 
west from Calgary to the Banff Park 
gates. It would be the policy of his 
‘department, he said, to continue their 
graveling programme where standard 


, Brades had been made. 


Regarding snow fences, the minis- 
ter said they had been held up by 
deliveries. One car load of the fences 
had been received from the factory 
in Ontario, but there had ‘been aj 
stoppage there which was militating 
against the balance of the fences 
being delivered.

IN DEFENCE OF THE CROW 


The Literary Digest for November 
17 has the following interesting article 
in defence of the crow: 

The bare branches of the tree were 
a tempting perch, but a moment after 
the flock of crows had lighted to rest 
most of them were on their way in 
terror. The others lay dead on, the 
ground, the victims of hunters. Crows 
were a nuisance, according to these 
nimrods. They were noisy grain 
thieves. Hence, away with them! But 
now a coat of whitewash to lighten the 
sombre hues of the crows’ reputation 
in rural districts comes from Germany 
in an article by Dr H. Sachtleben 
in Kosmos (Stuttgart). If our friend, 
the crow, and. his allies, the rook and 
the raven, do help themselves to some 
corn for their dinner, they more than 


zoological laboratory of the’ biological 
institute in Germany, according to the 
writer, who continued?: 

“The, ‘céhtents ‘of the: .stomachs. ..of 
various species of crows were examin- 
ed, and an important feature of the 
study was the attention paid to nest- 
lings as well as to grown birds. The 
Roerig research is of special signific- 
ance, since the crows examined came 
from different parts of Germany and 
were taken at every season of the 
year. 

The total weight of the stomach con- 
tents of 3,259 ravens and hooded crows 
amounted to 29,676.2 grams. Of this 
total 18.5 per cent. was stones, 57.6 
per cent was vegetable: matter, and 
23.9 per cent was animal matter. 
The grain contents of the stomach 
included wheat, rye, oats, barley, po- 
tatoes, maize, buckwheat, peas, and 
various seeds,. In 344 specimens the 
remains of mice were found, these con- 
stituting 24.4 per cent of the animal 
food devoured by the birds, while in- 
sects formed 34.5. per cent. of the ant- 
mal food. : 

Both of these.items of diet, of course 
stand to the credit of the crows. But 
on the other hand they make away 
with such food useful to man as hares, 
rabbits, and eggs of game birds. 

Somewhat different percentages 
were found in thé stomach of rooks. 
Fifteen hundred and twenty-three of 
these birds were examined. The con- 
tents of their stomachs amounted to 
12,706 grams, divided as follows; 
Stones, 27.6 per cent.; vegetable mat- 
ter, 46.9 per cent.; animal matter, 25.5 
ber cent, 

These rooks ate fewer mice, but on 
the other hand destroyed an enormous 
number of insects, 

After a careful summing up of bene- 
fits rendered and the damage done iby 
crows and their allies, Roerig an- 
nounced this conclusion: “Every crow 
is a source of more-gain thar loss to 
the agricultural interests of the region 
where it is found.”

| Alberta’s preduction. of petroleum in 
1927-amounted to 318,741 barrels, val- 
ued at $1,185,948, according ‘to the 
finally revised figures issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. Al- 
berta wells during the year contribut- 
ed 66.8 per cent of the total production 
for the Dominion, which is placed at

It was estimated 
that fully 6,000 attended the last 
ceremony at the famous shrine.

We should congratulate the Goy- 
ernment of Canada on its decision 
to orect and equip in Ottawa a 
Groat rescarch institute under the 
irection of the National Research 
Council, Similar congratulations 
should bo extended to the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Ontario for 
providing public funds and for, se- 
curing the co-operation of the in- 
dustrialists of the Province in 
setting up a research institute in 
Toronto. 


Farmer No Longer Isolated. 


Inventions of the past generation 
have done much to make those liv- 
ing in the isolated places of the 
country feel that they are in touch 
with the rest of their fellows. The 
telephone, formerly found in tho 
urban centres, has beon extended 
so that the rural sections are no 
longer out of touch with what is 
passing in the world. ‘The radio, at 
very slight cost, brings the music of 
the best orchestras to the pionecer’s 
cottage, while the development of 
good roads and automobiles has 
done much to annihilate the isolation 
of those in the rural areas. 

The help that comes to us through 
the development of mechanical ap- 
pliances and the promotion of re- 
search, is particularly fortunate for 
us, with our small population and 
great natural resources. Under the 
present conditions, immigration is 
not so imperative as in earlier times. 

Mr. A. E. Phipps, General Man- 
ager, addressed the meeting in part: 

The assets of the Bank have for 
the first time exceeded $150,000,000. 
The profits of $1,459,523.11 are the 
largest in the history cf the Bank 
and have enabled us to write $500,- 
000 off Bank Premises Account and 
make an addition of $500,000 to Rest 
or Reserve Account, bringing that 
account up to $8,000,000. 

Deposits Increase $9,000,000. 

The deposits not bearing interest 
are $27,000,000, an increase of 
$3,000,000, or 121%4% for the year. 
The deposits bearing interest are 
$91,180,000, an increase of over

actual cash on hand _ $9,300,000. 
Adding the New York Call Loans 
and the other cash items in the 
Balance Sheet to the actual cash on 
hand we have $32,000,009, just about

Foreign Trado Increased. 

To refer to general conditions in 
the country, our foreign trade has 
grown, particularly in imports, 
which would indicate increased 
spending ability on ths part of the 
people. 

‘Debt Reduced—Revenue Iricreasing. 

The net debt of the Dominion is 
being reduced, offset to some extent 
at least by indirect obligations in- 

; curred on behalf of che National 

| Railways. The annual revenue is 
increasing, giving hops of further 
reduction in taxation, than which 
there can be no greater stimulus to 
enterprise.

According to the September Gov- 
ernment. Return, the percentage of 
Capital, Rest. and undivided profits 
to Total Liabilities of all the char- 
tered banks was 8.5%. The propor- 
tion of the same items to total lia- 
bilities in the Imperial Bank of 
Canada was 10.6%, so that if we 
want to look at the position from 
a purely capital standpoint, the Im- 
perial Bank of Canada stands above 
the average.

The total number of shareholders is

In the 
Okanagan Valley there are miles and 
miles of orchards, with fruit growing 
in such profusion as to tear the 
branches on which it grows from the 
trees by its own luscious weight. 


Everywhere there are lakes and 
rivers for transport and the develop- 
ment of electric power. Nothing but 
the stupidity of man could prevent 
Canada from being in all things pros- 
perous. ; 

Just a word about the harvesters. 
It was quite evident in Winnipeg that 
no proper organization had been made 
for a number of the boys who had ar- 
rived from Britatn—that some had 
been sent to farmers who did not want 
anybod yto work for them—and, as 
the investigations of my colleagues 
afterwards proved, that men had come 
out who ought never to have lett 
Britain. But there were hundreds who 
were working, were happy, and were 
likely to stay in Canada. 

I can sum up tthe advice  Ishall 
give to my friends in my own con- 
stituency in a few words. I am con- 
vinced there are thousands of decent 
British men and women in Canada to- 
day who are leading lives which are 
infinitely more free and open than they 
lived in the Old (Country. I am also 
convinced that, under proper methods, 
thousands of people who love an open- 
air life could find modest comfort, 
boundless spaces, and ‘a_ beautiful 
home in Canada. But—and it is a big 
“but’—in most of the country there 
are several months of the year when 
work becomes almost impossible. 

There are, apparently, enough anc 
to spare of what are called skilled 
workers in Canada. The weekly wage 
may appear to be high, but the real’ 
test of wages is how many weeks they 
may be earned in a year. I am satis- 
fied that thousands and thousands ot 
people have gone from this country to 
Canada quite unprepared with ade- 
quate clothing for the winter and un- 
able financially to face the expetise o: 
two or three months of enforced {d'e 
ness. 

To men belonging to the skilled 
trades 1 should say: “Don’t: go to Can- 
ada unless you have either a guarantee 
of a job or sufficient money at any 
rate to see you through the whole of 
one winter and to buy you the neces- 
sary clothing to face intense cold.” To 
‘he man interested in farming I would 


say: “Have you enough resources be- 


fore you to keep you for at least si3 
months—and take a job with a farmer 
for a beginning rather than start a farm 
of your own without knowing exactly 
what risks you are running and what 
Canadian conditions are.”

Ing the minimum amount of water re- 
quired to dissolve the drug. Spread 
100, pounds of thoroughly, dry salt 
evenly and in a thin layer on o clean 
floor and sprinkle the solution of po- 
tassium fodide evenly over it and mix 
well. Place this fodized salt before 
the ewes where they may have access 
to {t during the winter months and up 
until lambing. 

For pregnant cows potassium jodide 
is recommended and may be fed with 
the salt as per directions given for 
the feeding of this drug to ewes. Some 
cows.take very little salt and in this 
case give the cow a quarter teaspoon- 
ful of finely powdered potassium iodide 
once each week in the feed. 

For pregnant mares give each mare 
on the first and fifteenth of each 

rater in the feed grain or in the 


water, a level teaspoonful of finely 
powdered potassium ifodide.
